A system of national highways r a ­ 
diating from Denv er to the ports on 
the great lakes, the gulf of Mexico and 
the Pacific seaports of San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and Seattle is the plan 
outlined b y J. Brisb en Walker, presi­ 
dent of tlie Transcontinental H ighw ay 
association, b efore the Colorado con­ 
serv ation commission recently. 
By the b uilding of such a system of 
highways, says Mr. Walker, the cost of 
freight an d passenger transportation 
on existing railway syste ms would b e 
cut In two through competition. 
The conserv ation commission un an i­ 
mously indorsed Mr. Walker's plan and 
passed a resolution urging the national 
legislature to ta ke fav orab le actio* 
upon it. 
The highw ays are to b e b uilt of ce 
meat, a spha lt or other durab le ma­ 
terial, one-half of the cost to b e b orne 
b y 
the gov ern m ent b ecause of the 
v alue of the highw ays for intHtaTf 
purposes a n d oue-half to b e b orne b y 
the states trav ersed b y the highways^ 
These states include Texas, Oklahoma1, 
Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, Kansas, Colo­ 
rado, 
Neb raska, 
Wyoming, 
Idaho, 
Washington, Oregon, California, Arizo­ 
na and Utah.

H e assumes thuR the tvasons actimtiug 
the citizens are that the name Medi­ 
cine H a t has become a stock joke 
among the newspapers as “ the place 
where the weather comes from.” 
A resident wrote to Mr. Kipling tell­ 
ing him of the proposed change and 
setting forth that the name was a 
translation of the old Cm * name of the 
place and rich in Indian tradition. 
Mr. Kipling In his reply told the 
citizens to hold joyously and proudly 
to the 
present 
name of the town, 
which. In* declares, “ lias ¡ill hell for a 
basement,” and go forth ¡is the only 
city officially recognized as cap:ib!»* of 
freezing out the United State«. 
lie 
thinks Medicine H a t ran well afford to 
bear such a name when ho rememhern 
a few places in the United States, such 
as Schenectady.
